Apotber Menace To Niagara 


Not contoot with planning to uso tp all 
the water of Niagara for industrial pur 
poses, leaving the cliff baro of its cataract, 
the oxploitora of tho falls are now com 
plnininy that oven the whole present flow 
of the river is not onough for them, apd 
asserting that they must back it up by + 
dam on the very crest “f the Horseshoo 
Fal}, The construction of such a dam at 
no tintant date is predicted in The Electr¥ 
cal Review (New York, August 4) hy Alton 
D Adams. He writer: 

“Tt ig highly probable that anothor 
dueady of development like the last will 
make it necessary + erect o dam in the 
lower part of the Cunadiart channol, to 
maintain a sufficient head of water for the 
operation of the power planta nearvst to 
the Horseshoo Falla. Tt may be noted 
in this connection that while tho aix gruat 
power plants about Niagara Falls oparate 
under heads of water that range from 136 
to 210 feet, yot a variation of the loval of 
tho upper river by sa much as ton per cont. 
of these heads downward from the normal 
would auspend their operation by laying 
bare the tops of the various penntocka 
whore they onter their forebays. . 

“The diversion of large quantities of 
wator from the Great Lakes and the upper 
Ningora Rivor will have a double effect.on 
tho head available at the two lowor power 
plants on the Canadian channel. .. One 
effect will be tho less depth, due simply to 
a smaller body of water in the channol, 
and then comes an additional decrease of 
the depth in front of theso two powor 
planta, duo to lower velocity and less piling 
up of.the water slong the concave baok., 

“With constructions completed and 
‘under way that ate desiyned to divert no 
Jexs than 80,000 cubio feat of water per 
second from Niagara River, with power 
companies operating on both sido of tho 
falls that are anthorized to divert additionst 
water in unlimited volumes and with pro- 
moters makin: strenuous efforta to obtair 
further water rights on the same rivor from 
Now York and Canads;-the,erection of 
dsm near the’ crast of the Horsehoe Falls 
will probably be a necessity ot no very” 
distant day, if the water supply for the 
two power plants nearest to these falls is 
to romain unimpaired. Such a ddm might 
properly start from the shore of Queen 

ictoria Park between Horseshoe Point.and 
tho intako of the lowest power plant, several’ 
hundred feet above tha falls, and run 
approximately el _to.their crest-tine 
for a distance of 1,000 feet”... 6. 

“Such a dam would probably havo its 
height so limited that it would be entirely 
submerged, and it would thua create a 
minor cataract a little above the crest of 
the Horseshoe Falls. The construction of 
this proposed dsm would simply be follow- 
ing the procedent fixed by the two com- 
panies whose power plants are nearest to 
tho head of the Canadian chapnel, for at 
the intake of each of theso plants a tong 
wing dam runs out into the river.”
